7.1 FINAL BUDGET 2017/2018 

Her Worship the Mayor delivered the 2017/2018 budget speech 
informing members of the significance of the first final budget of the new 
council. The total budget was R218 million with total operating 
expenditure of R161 million and capital expenditure of R57 million. She 
further took members through the following in detail:

• Capital expenditure 

• Funding sources for capital expenditure 

• Budget related policies 

Councillor HJ Ngubelanga proposed for adoption of the budget with 
additional recommendation of an allocation of R60 000 for women within 
the gender vote and was seconded by Councillor NM Nozisali. 

A counter proposal from Councillor TA Disane proposed that the Final 
budget 2017/2018 not be adopted and was seconded by Councillor VT 
Mbata. 

A vote resulted in 12 members in favour and 5 against. Following which,
